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Speclal Legislation,

When one eonsiders the work of the
Legislatare, it s evident that there is
too much epecial legislation. In the
dispenrary bills offered several coun'ies
ask to be excepted from ocertain pro-
visions. The same law as to the sale
of alcoholie drinks should prevail in all
the counties. It wonld be a snurce of
constant diesatisfaction if one county
should have high license, another the
dispensary and a third prohibitioun.

What
ia true of the Btate is true of the Fed
eral Government. Benator Tiliman
pushed his special ditpensary bill
through the Benate whieh would have
glven this State certain privileges not
possessed by others.

DRINKING FOUNTAIN.
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Not every farmer is supplied with run-
ning streams where the poultry can get
good water when they want it, especially
the young chickens, turkeys and gos-
lings. I bought several three gallon
galvanized pails for 17 cents each and
some small pans for 10 cents, writes a
Vermonter to The Orange Judd Farmer.
A small hole was made in the bottom

of each pail, which-was then filled
‘with water and set in the middle of a
shallow pan.—A HoArd Govar wad plased |
You ought to have seen how muchj
the chickens and goslings enjoyed this
good drinking fountain. Do not get the
pan too large. A space of one and one-
balf inches below the pail and the out-
side of the pan is suflicient. This al-
lows plenty of room for drinking, but
the young birds cannot get into the wa-
ter and foul it. Care should be taken to
have the hole in the bottom of the pail
quite small. The opening made by the
point of an awl or smsll nail is large
enough. I fill one of these fountains
twioe a day for 60 goslingsa.

Black Minorcea Fowls.

This breed is not as well known
among the farmers as it should be.
They are an ideal egg machine and arc
large enough to pay to raise as a meat
breed. They are away ahead of the Leg-
horne in size, and I believe will lay as
many eggs in a year, and the egg isa
great deal larger. Our storekeeper says
the largest eggs he gets come from a
person who has Minorca hens. They are
pure white, and if kept clean are most
bhandsome eggs. Any one living near a
oity who had Minorcas and would look
up private customers and always sake
them clean freah eggs could easily build
up a trade for all he counld produce at
quite an advance over storekeepers'
prices. There are always plenty who
are willing to pay a good price for
an article that they can depend on, and
is pays to cater to their wants.—Breed-
er's Gazette. .

Cata In the Poultry Yard.

A well known Massachusetta poul-
try breeder says for more than ten years
he has bad from four to six cats about
his poultry yards, and having been
brought up swmong chickens they never
trouble them, but are of great service
in killing or driving away the rats and
mice that would do muoch damage in
stealing the grain, as well as stealing
the chickens themselves if they had a
chance,

Do not give ice cold water to your
flock early in the morning,

Feod plenty of whole corn at nighs
when the weather is extremely cold.

Hens should now be laying well, and
eggs comwand & high price. Keep your
layers busy. An idle hen is a poor egg
producer.

Feed plenty of green food and keep
the shell box filled. Meat throe times a
week will help to stimulate your hens
to better egg records.

This is a good time to revlace the old,
wornout and filthy litter with clean,
fresh straw. Wait for a mild, pleasant,
sunny day, and then bhave a thorough

airing and bousecleaning.,
